Charged wih Rascality, He Is 


- Seriously Ill, 


Amount Involved Will Reach Nearly 
Half a Million—An Attorney 
Made the Allegations Be- 
fore the St. Louis 
Grand Jury. 


St. Louis, October 25.—James Lawrence 
Blair, stricken and sore, lies near death’s 
door in his beautiful 
Kirkwood, § St. Louis county, under 
charges of alleged rascality made by 
James T. Roberts.

Roberts’ Additional Statement. 

Today Jomes T. Roberts, the man who 
went before the grand jury and told the 
Story of Blair’s alleged rascality, gave out 
a& supplemental statement, going into 
more minute details of the rascalities 
committed, giving dates, ete. This is an 
elaborate statement, covering the case in 
all its nastiness. If true, Blair is a 
sociological For nearly twenty 
years he the highest 
ideals in private and public, and yet, ae- 
cording to Rolgrts, during the past de- 
cade he has been living a life which his 
public utterances condemned. 

Denial Made from Philadelphia. 

In a St. Louis morning newspaper there 
appears what purported to be interviews 
with Evans R. Dick, of New York, and 
George S. Graham, of Philadelphia, the 
one a partner in the firm of Dick Bros & 
Co., from whom Blair is alleged to have 
embezzled $340,000, the other the at- 
torney of the firm, denying the charges 
of Roberts. 

When Mr. 
interviews he at once telegraphed 
Messrs. Dick and Graham, challenging 
them to come to St. Louis with the books 
and papers of the firm and go before the 
grand jury, stating that this was due to 
Mr. Blair, who is a cousin of Mr. Dick. 
Up to midnight Roberts had received no 
response to his telegrams, 

Dwarf’s Boodling Scandal. 

Roberts, who was a stenographer in 
Blair's office, but is now a practicing at- 
torney, claims that in exposing: Blair's 
rescality he is simply performing a public 
duty, unmasking a man who had been 
living a dual life for ten years or more. 
preaching higher ideals arg at the same 
time swindling his friends and benefac- 
tors. Whatever the motive which influ- 
enced Roberts, he certainly has furnished 
the sensation of the. day. The boodling 
scandals of St. Louis is dwarfed into in- 
Significance by his revelations. 

it is considered doubtful among. the 
friends of Mr. Blair whether he can sur- 
vive the dreadful mental strain to which 
he is heing subjected. He is a physical 
wreck. Last night there were rumors that 
he had attempted self-destruction, but 
these were denied by his physicians, 

A telephone message received at mid- 
night says that Mr. Blair is resting quiet- 
ly, for the first time since the charges 
against him were made public.

FOR COLOMBIA 


Government Forces Sent To 
Chase the Insurgents on 
Coast. 


that a revolutionary force consisting of 
about seventy men landed on or about 
October |! at Catalina, the port at the 


mouth of Calivebora on the Atlantic coast | 


of Colombia, and traveled a certain dis- 
tance into the interior, returned to the 
coast and marched toward Penonome. 

The expedition, according to informa- 
tion in the hands of Governor Ohbaldia, 
is under the leadership of Frederico Bar- 
rera, Lugo and Juan Antonio Caicedo 
Barrera was one of the liberal revolu- 
tionists who took part in the capture of 
Colon in 1901. Luga was one of the 
military chiefs in the Domingo Diaz ex- 
pedition of 1901, which was defeated by 
forces under the late General Carlos Al- 
ban after considerable fighting along the 
railroad between here and Colon. Noth- 
ing is known of Caicedo. 

It is believed that the revolutionists 
Were expecting reinforcements, but that 
they were disappointed in finding them 
and consequently returned to the coast. 
The telegraph Hnes on the isthmus are 
working we:l and the government has 
been able to follow all the movements of 
the enemy. 

Government forces under Major Tascon 
are to sail this afternoon to chase the 
insurgents. The enemy has had to travel 
through a rough ang’ wild country, and 


it is not believed that they will be able : 


to stand before the well disciplined troops 
under Major Tascon. Little importance 
is attached to the movement. 

The outbreak does not appear to have 
occurred with the indorsement of liberals 
in Panama, several of whom have pro- 
tested against it and have offered their 
services to Governor Obaldia. Advices 
received by the governor from the dis- 
tricts of Caucau and Bolivar state that 
Generals Diaz, Morkun and Buendia and 
other prominent liberal leaders purposed 
starting a revolutionary movement, but 
were arrested before they were able to 
do so.

but Mr. Burton and his associates on the 
committee are practical men, and they 
realize in many instances a member rep- 
resenting some little river or creek has 
_to be placated by a- provision in the bill 
on the same principle that an appropria- 
tion is given for New York, Baltimore, 
Savannah or Galveston harbors. 

How Uncle Joe Was Once Worked. 

In this connection an incident is recall- 

ed which occurred in the house of repre- 
sentatives several years ago. “Uncle 
Joe’ Cannon has always heen considered 
a chronic opposer to what he thought ex- 
travazgance in the expenditure of the pub- 
lic money. Like all other practical states- 
men, he has considerable human nature 
in his make up. On the occasion re- 
ferred to, there was a large ‘‘omnibus 
bill’ for public buildings pending before 
the house. Cannon was leading the op- 
position to the bill on general principles. 
Previously, however, he had introduced 
a bill providing for a public building in 
hig own town. He had not urged it with 
much vigor, but*some ‘“‘foxy’’ member 
of the committee on public buildings and 
grounds incorporated the Cannon bill in 
the genepa] measure, so that the bill 
passed without serious opposition from 
“Uncle Joe.’’ 
It is true that he did not compromise 
himself or his reputation as an econo- 
mist in the transaction, but he simply 
remained passive and allowed the bill to 
hecome a law after he had made what 
he deemed to be a consistent opposition 
to “omnibus” public building bills. 

Genera! Gillespie, chief of engineers, has 
completed his annual report and it is now 
in the hands of the printer.

General Gillespie Tells What 
Has and Is Being Done 


Seacoast Defenses of United States 
More Than Half Completed. 
Emerzency Defense Plans 


for Insular Possessions. 
Estimates Given.

25.—The Annual 
George L. Gillespie, 


for the year ended June 30, 1903, dealing 
with fortifications and rivers and harbors 
work, has been made public. He refers 
first to the work of cunstructing fortl- 
fications that has been going on under 
the general scheme of the Endicott board 
and adds: 

for coaling and other naval stations 
naval bases which must be promptly es- 
tablished and for which appropriations 
are asked of congress by the navy de- 
partment for the porta of Manita, Pearl 
harbor and Honofulu and for the lake 
ports and the St. Lawrence river, should 
preferably be determined by a trifunal 
Similar to the Endicott board, as recom- 
mended in my last annual report. 

“In the absence of legislation on the 
subject of insular defenses a mixed squad 
of engineer and artillery officers, organ- 
ized by authority of the secretary of 
war, has already practically considered 
and reported upon plans for the emer- 
gency defense of several of the most 
important harbors in the insular pos- 
sessions. Before these preliminary plans 
are actually entered-upon it might be 
well to invite the co-operation of the 
navy by the assignment of a _ certain 


board of army and navy officers ap- 
pointed to revise or enlarge the prelimi- 
nary plans of defense heretofore pre- 
pared.’ 

General Gillespie says that the projects 
for defenses of thirty-one localities have 
been approved and In addition defenses 
of the great lakes and St. Lawrence 
river are under consideration. He adds: 

“Projects for the defense of San Juan, 
Porto Rico: Pearl harbor and Honolulu 
harbor, Hawaii; San Luis D’Apra, Guam; 
Manila bay ang Subig bay have been ap- 
proved by the secretary of war and ac- 
tual construction should begin thereon at 
an early day. It is believed that the 
time has come when it will no longer 
be possibie to ignore the question of in- 
sular defenses. The naVy department 
is properly insistent that all Its coal sta- 
tions receive proper defensive protection 
to keep off predatory attacks from pos- 
sible hostile fleets. 

Seacoast Defenses, 

The Seacoast defenses of the tTUnited 
States are now somewhat more than 50 
per cent completed. Twenty-five of the 
prineipal. harbors of the Uniteg States 
have 4 sufticient number of heavy guns 
and mortars mounted to permit an effec- 
tive defense against naval] attack and 
during the past three years considerable 
progress has been made in the Installa. 
lon of an adequate rapid fire armament, 
now the matter of first importance. 

At present there are provided for the 
defenses of the United States 105 12- 
inch guns, 133 10-inch guns, 96 8-inch 
guns, 567 rapid fire guns and 376 12- 
inch mortars. Regarding submarine 
mines, the report says: “With few ex- 
ceptions, all harbors are now equipped 
with torpedo store houses, cable tanks 
and serviceable mining case matter. 
Many of the latter are not of the latest 
type, and are complained of by the ar- 
tillery as insufficient in size.

Bervice to God and the State,” 
gubject of an address by President Roose- 
yelt to the seven thousand people who at- 
tended the public open air missionary ser- 
vice at Mount St. Albans this afternoon 
on the close of the cathedral of Saints 
Peter and Paul. The president was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Roosevelt, Admiral 
Dewey and Brigadier General John M. 
wilson. After a procession led by the 
Marine band in cassocks and coats of a 
choir of five hundred voices, the clergy 
of the diocese of Washington, and the 
pishops of the Anglican communions in 
America, the opening prayers were read 
by Bishop Doane, of Albany. The presi- 
dent was introduced by Bishop Satterlee. 

The president spoke in part as follows: 

President Roosevelt’s Address. 

“Rishop Satterlee and to your repre- 
gentatives of the church, both at home 
and abroad; and to all of you, my friends 
and fellow-citizens: 

“] extend greeting, and in your name 
J especially welcome those who are in 
@ sense the guests of the nation today. 
In what I am about to say to you I 
wish to dwell upon certain thoughts sug- 
gested by three different quotations: In 
the first place, ‘thou shall serve the Lord 
with all thy heart, with all thy soul 
and with al) thy mind;’ the next 
ve therefore wise as serpents and harm- 
Jess as doves; and finally, in the collect 
which you, Bishop Doane, just read, 
that ‘We being ready both in body and 
soul may therefore accomplish these 
things which thou commandest.’ 

“To an audience such as I do not have 
the right to say anything as to serving 
the cause of decency with heart and with 
soul. 1 want to dwell, however, upon 
the fact thag we have the right to claim 
from you not merely that you shall have 
heart in your work, not merely that you 
shal] put your souls into it, but that 
you shall give the best that your minds 
have got to it also. In the eternal and 
unending warfare for righteousness and 
against evil the friends of what its good 
meed not remember that in addition to 
peing decent they must be efficient; that 
good intentions, high purposes cannot be 
effective and a substitute for power to 
make those purposes these intentions felt 
in action. We have, however, the pur- 
pose and the intention. In the second 
quotation remember that we are told 
hot merely to be harmless as doves, but 
also to be Wise as serpents. One of those 
characteristic humorists whom this 
country has developed and who veiled 
under jocular phrases ‘much deep wis- 
dom—one of those men remarked that

Asheville, N. C., October 25.—(Special.) 
Further deveiopments show that Dr, J. 
V. Jay, who brained his three little chil- 
dren, aged 2, 4 and 6, respectively, on 
last Saturday morning, is a man of un- 
paralleled brutality. 

On several previous occasions he had 
attempted to slay his family, and was 
prevented by his neighbor, Thomas Dil- 
lingham, who always responded toa the 
cry of alarm, 

On one occasion recently Dil:ingham 
grappled with Jay and Jay clutched him 
in the eye, nearly destroying the sight, 
him across the head, bruised him 
otherwise and hurled him upon the 
ground, then grasped an ax declaring with 
an oath that he would kill Dillingham. 
This gave Dillingham time to regain his 
feet and run for further assistance. He 
was then overpowered until he had 
grown quiet. 

On the morning of the triple killing 
Jay drove his wife from the house, de- 
c.aring he would murder her. She is a 
frail woman and he a powerful man. 
The frightened woman ran as fast as she 
could to Dillingham’s, her nearest neigh- 
bor, but before assistance could arrive 
the fiend In human form had brutally 
brained his three innocent children with 
rusty claw hammer, had locked 
the door and touched a match to a pile of 
clothing. which he had thrown on the 
floor. 

He refused to open the door, and when 
it was broken open he coolly invited the 
men to come in and warm. 

The sheriff, who was 'phoned for, made 
the 20 miles as quickly as possible and 
returned with the prisoner to the Ashe 
ville jail, 

Jay Suffers No Remorse. 

In jail Jay eats more hearitly than 

any other prisoner, declares that he knew

The chance 
to do work, the duty to do work is not 
a penalty, it is a privilege. It is so 
constituted that the man or the woman 
who has not got some responsibility is 
thereby deprived of the deepest happi- 
ness that can come to mankind. 

“In closing I want to call your atten- 
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tion to something that is especially my 
business for the time being, and that is 
your business all the time, or else you 
are unfit to be citizens of this republic. 
In the seventh hymn we sung, in the iast 
line you all joined in singing of “God 
Save the state.’ Do you intend merely 
to sing that, or to try to do it?” 

“It you intend merely to sing it, your 
pari in doing it would be small. The 
State would be saved if the Lord puts 
it into the heart of the average man so 
to-shape his life that the state shall be 
worth saving and only on those terms. 
We need civic righteousness. The best 
conStitution that the witness of wan 
has ever devised, the best institutions 
that the ablest statesman in the world 
ever have reduced to practice by the 
law or by custom, shal] be of no avail 
if they are not vivified by th spirit 
which makes a state great by ma hg it 
honest, just and brave. I do not ask 
you aS practical believers in applied 
Christianity to take part one way or 
the other in matters that are merelv 
political. There are plenty of questions 
about which honest men can and do 
differ very greatly and very intensely, 
about which the triumph of either side 
may be compatible with the welfare or 
the state. But there are certain great 
principles, such as those which Cromwell 
would have called fundamentals, con- 
cerning which no man hag a right to 
have but one opinion. Buch a Qtestion 
is honesty. If you have not honesty tn. 
the average private citizen, or public 
servant, then all else goes for nothing 
Exactly as in time of war, although you 
need in each fighting man far more than 
courage, yet all else counts for nothing 
if there is not that courage upon which 
to base it, so in our civil] life, although 
we need that the average man in pri- 
vate life, that the average public servant 
shall have far more than honesty, yer 
all other qualities go for nothing or for 
worse than nothing unless honesty. under- 
lies them—the honesty that is aggressive, 
the honesty that not merely deplores cor- 
ruption—it is easy enough to deplore 
corruption—but that wars against it and 
tramples it under foot. I ask for that 
type of honesty. I ask for mitigant hon- 
esty, for the honesty of the kind that 
makes those who have it discontented 
with themselves as long as they have 
failed to do everything that in them lies 
to stamp out dishonesty wherever it can 
be found, in high places or low.”

LOST LEST 
INDER THE ROCKS 


Further Details of Horror in 
Subway at New York 


Coroner Says the Accident Was Due 
to Crimina] Carelessness—Arrest 
of Superintendent and Fore- 
man—lIncidents of the 
Cave-in Saturday. 


— 


New York, October 25.—Ten lives were 
lost by the cave-in of the roofs and 
walls of the subway tunnel at One hun- 
dred and ninety-fifth street last night, 
and four persons were badly injured. All 
the dead and injured were workmen and 
most of them Italians. The dead: 

TIMOTHY SULLIVAN, a foreman, 

WILLIAM SCHUTTE, electrician. 

GUISSEPPE BARONO, 

STANZIONE BRUNE, 

LOUIS TIPPIO. 

FIVE UNIDENTIFIED ITALIAN LA- 
BORERS. 

The accident was the most diseptrous 


that hag occurred in the construction of |! 


the subway. At the point where the 
cave-in occurred a gang of twenty men 
were at work in the tunnel, which is 
about 110 feet below thé surface. 

Rufus C. Hunt, general superintendent 
of the tunnel work, said today that two 
converging seams had appeared in the 
roof of the tunnel during the day work 
on Saturday. The presence of these 
scams, however, was not believed to in- 
dicate any more dangerous character 
of the rock than had previously been en- 
countered, although it was thought nec- 
essary to prop the roof with a number 
of upright timber braces. 

Falling of the Rock. 

Three biasts were set off in rapid suc- 
cession by electricity, loosening large 
quantities of earth and rock. The drill- 
ers say that about ten minutes elapsed 
to allow the smoke to clear away before 
Timothy Suilivan, the foreman, and Elec- 
triclan Schutte advanced, the latter in- 
tending to string wires and hang electric 
lamps to light the way. They were fol- 
lowed by sixteen workmen, The van- 
guard of the gang had reached the broken 
stone when a rumbling sound was heard. 
Those in the rear had just time to turn 
about and run when with a deafening 
crash, hundreds of tons of rock fell on 
the men in the face of the boring. Those 
out of reach of the deluge of rock were 
knocked flat on their faces by the rush 
of wind. 

The first victim found, an Italian la- 
borer, was pinioned on a shelf of the ex- 
cavation by one leg, a boulder of about 
10 tons in weight having fallen on the 
limb. h'e was hanging head down. The 
rock which he!d him was restrained from 
falling further by a small piece of 
stone insecurely wedged under it. An 
examination showed that an effort to 
move the boulder would cause the Italian 
to be completely crushed. The doctors 
then determined to amputate the pinioned 
eg and this was done in the light of 
the ambulance lamp. The man, who was 
not identified, died later at a hospital. 

The work of further rescue was delayed 
for some little time, owing to the threat- 
ening position of the boulder. 

Water Poured Down on Them. 

The cave-in released a natural spring 
in the earth above the tunnel and in a 
few moments a stream of water was 
gushing in and, to some extent, inter- 
fering with the work of rescue. The 
firemen and policemen cleared away the 
small pieces of rock from the big block 
of stone and managed to rescue Juno 
Pasquale and Batasto Valantio, who were 
bruised and tharred in the back and legs. 
The big stone was blown apart with pow- 
der and taken away by plecemeal. Back 
of this rock was a 50-ton block. Ina 
crevice beneath it the bodies of two 
men, one lying across the other, were 
found. 

‘The upper man had been crushed to 
death, while the one underneatn was 
alive. The big stone was partly blasted 
away while it lay over him and a hy- 
Graulic jack then elevated the remain- 
ing part of it sufficiently to permit of 
the man’s removal. He was Juno Bas- 
kio. 

The most pathetit incident in connece 
tion with the accident was the finding 
of the body of Foreman Timothy Sul- 
livan. It was not recognized until long 
after daylight. From about 3 o'clock in 
the morning his !0-year-old son Samuel 
had stood close to the rescuers and could 
not be induced to leave until the body 
of his father had been extricated. Many 
Italian women congrégated about the ex- 
it, lamenting and rushing to the tram 
car each time it brought forth a body. 

Arrest of Superintendent. 

Rufus C. Hunt, superintendent, 

Richard Beyers, general foreman for 
John B. McDonald, the contractor, who 
ia building the tunnel. were arrested as 
soon as they reached the scene of the 
disaster, but they, being experts tn tun- 
ne] work, were permitted to direct the 
work of rescue. Later a magistrate re- 
manded them to the coroner, who held 
them in $10,000 ball each. : 
. Coroner Jackson said he believed the 
accident Ww4s caused by criminal negll- 
gence. The seams Which appeared Sat- 
urday are pelieved to have been about 
the great rock which feli direct in the 
center of the excavation. As soon as this 
boulder, acting 23 a keystone, was re- 
leased, the stones on both sides which 
had been crushed loose followed it.

It 
expresses the conviction that the most 
insidious and dangerous movement made 
toward the amalgamaWon of the white 
and black races in this country is the 
disposition of the Federatton of Labor to 
organize negro unions.

Aline in the price. He says 

“This is the season of the year when 
cotton always sells at its lowest price, 
unlegs it be in one of the few years when 
the crop proved to be much larger than 
the trade anticipated. This condition is 
due to the fact that the spinner and the 
bear operators combine to depress prices 
in order that they may secure the staple 
from the hands of the farmer at a price 
lower than general conditions warrant. 
When the farmer has been forced to 
part with the product of his farm at the 
lowest prices of the season, then the spin- 
ner desires an advance in the price of the 
staple, and usually get it. Further- 
more, it may be remembered that the 
average price of middling cotton in New 
York for fifty years is about 17% cents 
and, barring the war period of ten years 
from 1860 to 1870, the average price 1s 
still about || cents, and is an exorbitant 
price for cotton in view of this record?” 

The natura! increase in the world’s pup- 
ulation and the extension of commerce 
have been greater than the increase in 
the production of cotton, and there seems 
ho g004 reason why ghe price of this sta- 
ple should remain beiow the average of 
the past half century. Mr. Rice raps The 
Times sharply for its assertion that the 
decline in the price of cotton is ‘bene- 
ficial.”’ The Tilines it seems was con- 
sidering only the spinners who have re- 
fused to buy when prices remained 
high. It overlooked the producers, whose 
interest Mr. Rice defends. He evidently 
beiieves that the depression which usual- 
ly occurs while the bulk of the crop is 
being marketed is due more to abnormal! 
“bear” influences than to natural causes, 
and is really more reprehensible than the 
booming of prices which The Times at- 
tributes to speculators 


BOSS DICK CROKER 
SOURS ON ENGLAND

London, October 1i4.—Richard Croker 
has become as weary of England as he 
did of the United States, and is planning 
now to move on to Ireland. He has had 
almost continuous bad luck at racing 
in the last two seasons, and has at iast 
figured it out that the Irish soll and 
climate are better for race horses. 

An Irish member of parilament who 
is closely associated with the ex-boss of 
Tammany, informed me teday tha’ 
Croker is giving up his racing stabies at 
Wantage and Newmarket and in a few 
weeks will transfer all his racers to the 
Curragh of Kildare, where they will be 


-|.under the charge of Tom Parkinson. The 


“boss’’ has observed that for the last 
two or three years Irish-bred horses 
have been most syccessful in classic 
events and he is therefore going to try 
his luck at breeding as well as racing. 

He has also made up his mind to live in 
Ireland during a large portion of the 
year and for that purpose he is looking 
out for a suitable residence. He has been 
offered one or two mansiofis in the most 
fashionable quarters of Dublin, but he 
says he prefers some place in the country 
away from the bustle and excitement of 
city life. It is understood among his 
friends that he will eventually make his 
permanent home in Ireland and that the 
mansion on the Berkshire downs will be 
left to his son, Bertie. 

Ireland 
with an ex-member of the Irish party a 
short time ago, Croker said, “How can 
Ireland expect anything from England 
when your own people refuse to specu- 
fate a penny in developing her resources? 
There is plenty of mionhey In the frish 
banks, but Irishmen at home lack en- 
terprise.”’

In percentage of sales to total] imports 
we have increased in the twenty-one 
years from 5.72 per cent to 17.9 per 
cent, while the United Kingdom hag de- 
creased from 52.57 per cent to 185 per 
cent. In 1900 our percewtage Was 21.96 
per cent, against the United Kingdom's 
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' 25.03 per cent. 


Japan's reduced total imports in !90!1- 
1902 from 1/900 is accounted for by the 
increase in the Japanese tariff. 

As far as we are concerned the redue- 
tion was chiefly in raw cotton, which 
Japan in recent years has been buying 
free.y from India. India’s total] sales 
goods of al] kinds to Japan have grown 
from 8,000,000 yen in 1892 to 119,000,- 
600 yen in 1902, and in the six mouths 
ending June, 1903, to 110,000,000 yen.

One decided 
to give herself to Hiterature; the other 
to give herself to her husband and her 
children. The first dazzled for a While 
and pitied her sister who had “ost her 
individuality in her family when she 
might have shined before the world. put 
this pity did not last always. Soon the 
husband who had heen neglected while 
the wife sought literature and pleasure 
was dissipated and she herself overcome 
with disappcintment. Meanwhile the sis-

“They were great in their regard for 
others. One thing characterized Mrs. 
Moody in this respect that will ever live 
with those who have observed it. In the 
Mvody yard and garden are a quantity 
of delightful apples. During the confer- 
ence, an occasion when hundreds and 
thousands of strangers walk the roads. 
Mrs. Moody has always kent a baskei of 
these apples on the side of the road for 
anybody to stop and take free of charge 
as many as was wanted, How many of 
us during the summer conferences havo 
enjoyed them; and al! the more because 
she put them there. This shows her con- 
cern for others. What a beautiful grace' 
It is said that she was never heard to 
complain at Mr. Moody for giving away 
anything, though he often gave all that 
he had and more besides, 

“They were great in their faith. It will 
be borne in mind that both of them had 
their days of trials. It was by no means 
alwavs smooth sailing with their hus- 
bands. They were often criticised and 
tried in the early days of their ministry.

“They must be great in reward, What 
a scene that must have beyn in heaven 
when Spurgeon- and Moody met, yet 
fancy !t was not half such a scene as 
when those twe faithful companions the 
other day joined their long absent hus- 
bands. How similar their lives. They were 
the wives of the two greatest Christian 
workers of the two great Christian na- 
tions. Their husbands had preceded them 
to the glory land. They each left their 
life plan in the charge of an. elder son. 
They had been warm personal friends; 
and now all together in the glory they are 
happy forever more. It is pay day now. 
They are getting good reward for all the 
struggles of life.”’

Dr A. R. Holderby. pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, preached yesterday 
morning on the following text: I Cor- 
inthians xv, 22: 

“For as in Adam all die, even so 
Christ shall all be made alive.” 

Dr. Holeerby enaid, In substance: 

“This text teuches the doctrine of the 
federal headship of Adam in the fall and 
the federal headship of Christ ig redemp- 
tion. Adam was the federal head and 
representative of the whole race of men 
and Christ is the feaera] head and rep- 
resentative of al! His spiritual seed. As 
in Adam, all of his nazural descendants 
are involved in his condemnation, even 
so ‘in Christ shall ali His spiritual seed 
be made alive. This is the meaning ol 
the aspostie’s statement. 

“Agum brought death into the woile 
and ali men qe in him; therefore, Christ 
whose work it is to regjore what man 
lost in Adam, is, to His spiritua] seed, 
the cause of life, 

“The whole human family fell with 
Adam. because he was the representative 
and tather of the whole race of men. 
When the apostle says that all are maae 
alive in Christ he does not mean the 
whole human family, but all who be- 
come united to Christ ag their federal 
head. 

“Adam stood for the whole race of 
men because the whole race has descended 
from him by ordinary generation. But 
the whole humar family is not saved 
from the ruins of the fall by Christ be- 
cause all men are not His spiritual 
posterity; they are not united to Him. 
God makes the offer of Christ's salva- 
tion to all men, but all will not ac- 
cept the salvation offered and hence they 
must die in their sins. They will have 
no life. If the whole human family did 
not deacend from Adam, then that part 
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of the race which did not spring from» 


him can have no hepe of salvation in 
Christ. The life offered in Christ igs in- 
tended only for those who belong to Adam 
and have fallen in him. 

“But all races of men have descend. 
ed from Adam and Eve. They were the 
first parents of the human family, and 
there is nothing in the Bible to intimate 
to the contrary. Much is now being 
saia4 and written about the unity of the 
race lt is perfectly absurd to deny the 
oneness of the human family. ‘The Bible 
has settled that question once for all. 
‘And hath made of one blood.’ That 
stands. bicod or no blood. If the negro 
did nét descend from Adam and Eve, 
then from what source did he have his 
origin? That the negro race Is inferlor 
to tne Caucasian is a fact that will not 
be denied. But that is no argument 
against the unity of the race. The chil- 
dren of the same parentage are fre- 
quently uniike. ‘They do not always re- 
scmble their parenis and soyae of them 
are inferior physically, intellectually and 
morally to the others. And so races 
of men have their distinguishing marks, 
No two races are alike 

“The anatomy of one race is practical- 
lv the anatemy of all. The dead subjects 
on the @issecting tables in nearly all 
of our medical colleges are largely Ne- 
grees. The student thinks himself very 
fortunate if he can get a wel] formed 
negro as his subject for dissecting pur- 
poses. The anatomy of the negro is, for 
all practical purpcses, the anatomy of the 
whits man. The bone and musculer 
structure, the venous and arterial sys- 
terms are practically the same in all 
races of men, Where the difference? 

“The white man is fearfully and won- 
derfully made, and ¢0 js the negro. 

‘The black skin Of the negro and his 
intellectual inferiorliy does not take him 
cut of the familv of Adam. The Indian 
is a red man and the Mongolian a yellow 
mun, and both interior to the Caucasian 
race, so that they too must have de- 
scended from some Other source than 
Adar if the negro has. The negro is 
a sinner and so are all other races of 
men, then where did they get their sin- 
ful nature from? If they did not fall 
in Adam, then their first parents must 
have fallen aisoO, and for those there can 
no salvation. If the negro did not 
descend from Adam and Eve, then all 
attempts to evangelize his race is fvol- 
ishness. The money spent in his edu- 
cation is thrown away. 

“We are driven to the conclusion that, 
if the whole human race has not de- 
sernded from the cne pair in the carden 
of biden, and if al) men have not fallen 
with their fal!. then the Bibie is not 
true. [ take it thit the Bible is true. 
and that all men have come from one 
stock, the first Adam. and that ali his 
posterity have sinned in him anée -that all 
the spiritual seed of Christ are made 
alive in Hiim. Sin and death by Adam: 
spiritual life and a glorious resurrection 
by Jesus Christ, the second Adam. 

‘Wherefore, as by one man sin entered 
into the world, and death by sin. and so 
death past upon al} men.” And so by 
oné man, Jesus Christ. all who come into 
cevenant relations with Him shall he re- 
tored and redeomied.”

AT FIRST BAPTIST.

Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum preached an 
eloquent sermon yesterday morning at 
the First Baptist church. of which he is 
pastor, tO an unusually large congrega- 
tion. 

His text was Hebrews {j, 10-!!: “For it 
heeame Him for whom are all things and 
by whom @re all things, in bringing many 
sons to glory, to make the captain of their 
salvation perfect through suffering.” 

He said In part: 

“Let us beware of a theology which. 
while elevating the Savior, drags down 
our Father and His Father, our God and 
His God, ‘For it became’ Him for whom are 
all things and by whom are alj things’ to 
deviso the unspeakable glorious plan by 
which sinful men may be pardoned, justi- 
fied, sanctified, acopted and actually 
transformed into the divine likeness and 
into the divine nature. God and Christ 
must not be placed in sharp antagoniem. 

“Listen. What is that I hear swept by 
the breezes on a cool, clear night to the 
hill tops of Judea? It is a symphony of 
angels. What is the theme of that sweil- 
ing oratorio? It is God’s glory. It is the 
gloria in excelsis. It is ‘Glory to God in 
the highest and on earth peace and good 
wil] toward men.’ Who sent .nto the 
world the Babe about whom the angels 
chorused? 

“Look in there by the lamp light. Be- 
hold a rabbi and the Teacher of Galliilee 
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as they talk of the kingdom of heayen. 
Hear the Teacher say, ‘God so loved the 
world that he gave his only begotten Son 
that whosoever believeth in Him might 
not perish but have everlasting Ife. 

“See yonder that old man sitting behind 
an amanuensis in a Roman _ prison. 
Glance over his shoulder and read what 
he is dictating to a newly formed Chris- 
tlan church. ‘God was in Christ recon- 
ceiling the world unto Himself and not 
imputing their trespasses unto them. 
God was and is and always will be recon- 
ciled to the world. Its sesas of sin have 
not washed off the kiss His lips im- 
planted on its cheek, when at creation He 
lifted it up in His arms as a fond father 
and called it good. Hear Paul plead: 
‘We pray you in Christ‘s stead be recon- 
ciled to God.’ 

“Read the opening words of the epistle 
to the Hebrews: ‘God who at sundry 
times and in divers manners spoke in 
times past unto the fathers by the 
prophets, hath in these last days spoken 
unto us by His Son.’ God is love. Such, 
is the last and all sufficient mame of 
deity. He gave Christ. Christ himself 
is but the embodiment and manifestation 
and demonstration of Jehovah's fathom- 
less love for lost men. Christ is the In- 
strument to impart God’s pardon and 
hope and everlasting life. 

“Christ's perfection as a mediator came 
through suffering. As. a prophet or 
preacher, the captain of our salvation, 
it is true, to some extent effected recon- 
ciliation between the offended God and 
offending man. The revelation of God's 
character as a Father did that thing. 
Jesus led men, long before He dled, to 
a calm repose in God's love, to hatred of 
sin and love of holiness. He did this 
when men had not as yet understood that 
He was to die. The apostles were saved 
men before Christ’s death, and when as 
yet it was not clear that they believed 
that His death would be sacrificial. Christ 
tells us the sheep did not hear, that Is 
did not understand. 

“In Christ’s tnaugural 
there is no mention of any sacrifice for 
jin. There is no suffering Savior in the 

ermon on the Motint, nor in the Lord's 
Prayer. The prophetical office of Christ 
of Christ, I say, was most effectively em- 
ployed to reconcile men to God before His 
priestly office was even dimly under- 
stood. Christ, however, as perfect recon- 
ciler to God must be more than prophet. 
He must be priest. To fully understanc 
God we must see Jesus as the ingpffensive, 
uncomplaining and willing sufferer, as 
the lamb led to sacrifice. We must un- 
derstand that He offers hmself up as 
the propitiation for our sins, and not for 
ours only, but for the sins of the whole 
world. We can never’ yield Jesus the 
sweetest sympathy and the most adoring 
gratitude till we see Him despised, reject- 
ed of men, spit upon, derided, spurned, 
persecuted, crucified, mangled, bleeding, 
dying. As a Savior Jesus was perfected 
through suffering. 

“This means, [ suppose, !n the first 
place, that His own character was de- 
veloped under the conditions of trial and 
suffering. But that is not all that is in- 
volved in Christ's suffering. Assuredly 
there must be a broader sense. Christ 
had an office. The office the Father 
sent Him to perform did not attain its 
highest efficiency till death crowned the 
end with the luster of unfading glory. 
Seeing that all men suffer, Jesus must 
suffer, or He cannot sympathize with us 
nor we with Him.’ “Wherefore,’ argues 
the author of this ‘eptstle, ‘it behooved 
Him, in all things, to.be made like unto 
His brethren, that He might be a merciful 
and faithful high priest to make recon- 
cillation for the sins of the people.’ This, 
then, is the reason why the Father re- 
quired Jesus our Lord to undergo the 
agony and groans and bloody sweat, the 
spear thrust and the piercing nails, He 
must’ bear our griefs and carry our sor- 
Since the tooth of Yremorseless 
death consumes us every one, Jesus must 
taste death for every one. In short, He 
must be tempted in all points like as we 
are, if He is to be identified with the 
sinner and to be the sinner‘s captain in 
the perilous march to glory. 

“Jesus anticipated Calvary when He 
exclaimed: ‘Aead I, if I be lifted up, wil] 
draw all men unto me.’ His belief fore- 
casted what the ages of the ransomed 
have indorsed, that hefore that. spectacle 
no anxious sinner could stand unmoved; 
that so long as the prayer then escaping 
His lips should be remembered among 
men there would be tears of penitence fn 
many an eye and worshipers of His 
character as numerous as the stars of 
heaven and the sands of the seashore. 

“Why did Jesus suffer? Theologians in 
all the centuries have struggled with that 
question. \vill you say it was to hgnor 

70d's law, the rule of righteousness? Was 
net the moral law already honored by 
His life? Did Jesus die to exhibit God's 
wrath against sin? God‘s holy aversion 
to lawlessness had appeared in ten thou- 
sand ways all the four thousand years 
before Jesus was born. Did He suffer to 
free’'the world from suffering? If so, has 
He done it? Is there not as much suffer- 
ing among our poor fallen race this Sun- 
day morning as there was when the mid- 
day sun shrouded its face in sables that 
it might not look upon the cross? 

“If you say His death put away sorrows 
you are correct. If you affirm His death 
put away sin I understand you and agree 
with you. Glory be to God, He put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself. He gave 
solace to our sorrows: He extracted the 
root of all] sorrow, namely, sin. Verily 
He hath reconciled us to unavo.dable 
affilctions. He has showed us how they 
are mercies and remedies. He has given 
us strength to bear them? He has cheer- 
ed us with the prospect of victory over 
them. He has given us immortality and 
peace and triumph and glory. But suffer- 
ing—shal!l we have none of that? 

“Why did Jesus suffer? Why is not the 
text clear enough? The captain of our 
salvation is made perfect through suffer- 
‘ing, is constituted a winsome, prevailing 


, reconciler to God through His suffering. 
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Christ suffered because only a sufferer 
sympathize with suffering, because 


| only a suffering Savior «an save a suffer- 
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ing world and reconcile it to our God who 
distinetly teaches the necessity of suffer- 
ing to the perfection of character. 


“Tn ihe white courts beyond the stars, 
rhe purest breasts wear deepest scars,’ 


* “Beloved, now are we the sons of God, 
and it doth not appear what we shall be, 
but we know that when He shall appear 
we shal! be like Him, for we shall see 
Him as He is.’ This is the gospel of the 
grace of God. This is the glad tidings of 
great joy to all nations. This explains 
why God hath exalted Jesus and given 
Him a name that ja above every name, 
that at the name of Jesus every knee 
shall bow of things in heaven and 
things on earth and things under the 
earth to the glory of God the Father.” 
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Rev. Dr. Gaines. president of Agnes 
Scott institute, preached the morning ser- 
mon from the text, ‘Hope thou in God.” 

Dr. Gaines said in part: 

“God is the only transforming power 
that can and does take a wicked, lost 
man and make him a new creature, a 
blessing to the world. None other can 
give comfort to the sorrow-stricken 
heart, ‘beauty for ashes.' Men have 
cried unto Him ‘out of the depths," and 
He has heard them and lifted them. No 
other but God can give victory over 
ceath. 

‘History tells of martyrs and thousands 
who have met death in varied forms, joy- 
ously, victoriously. God only has Hghted 
up the rene beyond,’ for it is no dream 
that fills the Christian heart with

thoughtseof future blessedness. What 
God has done in the past, He can and will! 
do again. His transforming, saving pow- 
er is the only hope of individuals And 
nations for peace and betterment.” 
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Dr. John E. White, the pastor, preached 
On “‘Salt.” “Ye are the salt of the earth.” 

He said in part: 

“It was the highest kind of honor to 
be thus designated, but it was also a 
call to the sternest sort of duty. Salt 
was then as now the necessity of health 
and domestic economy. In such a cli- 
mate it was constantly indispensible. 
Fresh means, worn out soils, sanitation 
and digestion required salt. It was alse 
an article of religion. It sweetened and 
perfected the sacrifices of the temple. 
Such a word was calculeted to awaken 
in the minds of the discip™= the liveliest 
intelligence. It was an overpowerirg 
Suggestion to them that «they were of 
£0 much account, that to the world they 
were to mean so much. 

‘These words also contain Christ's 
diagnosis of society. There was a roiten- 
ness at the heart of things. Moral decay 
Was the disease of the world. And to- 
day. Who disputes it? wet him quarre! 
with the newspapers. They are daily 
bloated with putresence. If the dally 
newspaper is harmful it at least has 
made it impossible for the preacher to 
make overstatement of evils in society. 
stench of our times is an 
awful fact, the newssapers being the wit- 
ness. I do not think I ever knew a 
reporter who hadn't lost his faith in 
human nature. And every newspaper 
Office is the graveyard of secrets and 
whispered infamies which it will not do 
to print. In this day, at least, the Chris- 
tion is grossly ignorant or grossly indif- 
ferent who needs to be convinced that 
society needs salt. 

“Salt has three saving qualities. It is 
nutritive, preservative, aggressive. This 
marks out the obligation of the Christian 
very plainly. Sanitation, preservation 
and aggression. 

“First. The disciple of Christ is called 
to be a good man in a bad world. 
Christian is the salt for corrupt saciety 
Coming into an impoverished mora] at- 
mosphere he revitalizes it by his very 
presence. His life is stimulating to vig; 
tue and discouraging to vice. His wor 
salted with gpspel character persuade 
mem from evil ways and nourish the 
good resolutions of the fallen and the 
tempted. His example is socially cura- 
tive. This world needs good men. The 
g00d man is a finer being than the great 
man. He means more to other men. He 
moves among us silently, convincing us of 
our wrong, convicting us of sin and at 
the same time he draws us to higher 
levels of life. 

“*Be a good man, my dear,’ was Walter 
Scott’s parting word to Lockhart, his 
well-beloved son in law. 

“Second. Salt is preservative. It de- 
fends healthy tissue against the inroads 
of corrupting detay. The disciple of 
Christ has a commission not only to 
exert a healthful moral influence, but to 
defend the good from the evil. It were 
not enough to be a good man himself, 
he is a custodian of Gods good. We are 
charged with the defense of every agency 
of God, every institution of good that 
makes for man’s welfare and God's 
glory. This means a great deal more 
than contending for the faith once for 
all committed to the saints; it means de- 
fending the ground the faith has gained 
in the world, the moral positions which 
are threatened. 

“Third. Salt is pungent, sharp, caustic. 
aggressive. The army of Christ is no 
mimic array in the purpose of its com- 
mander. ‘] am come not to send peace, 
but a sword.’ The weapons of our war- 
fare are mighty to the pulling down of 
strongholds. There is no donger that any 
of us will strike too hard if we strike in 
love and prayer. If I could put the saloon 
men and the fallen women and the gar 
blers in Atlanta out of business, I would 
do the friendliest deed any man could 
do them. They would then become citi- 
zens who, instead of living on the weak: 
nesses of men and the sorrows of women, 
as they now do, would become construc- 
tive and helpfu)] forces of society. Bit- 
terly do they and bitterly do we all 
suffer because the salt of the earth hag 
not been aggressive against their busi- 
ness. At the grave of Hans Drasbach, 
the murdered policeman, we were all 
stabbed. We will hang the murderer of 
the first part, the negro, but who wil! 
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| hang the Decatur street man who con- 


cocted murder in a bottle and got the 
price? And who will hang us who gave 
the murderer of the second part a license 
to concoct bloodtHirst in bottles for mean 
negroes and got the price?’ 


A Vain Scheme. 


(From The Savannah Morning News.) 

Bishop Turner is one of the leading 
thinkers of his race and makes a good 
argument in defense of whatever position 
he assumes. That he has the best inter- 
ests of his people at heart cannot be 
doubted, in the face of his many years 
of sincere labor among them for their 
material and moral] upbuilding. Yet af- 
ter reading his latest speech we remain 
of the conviction that the bishop's emi- 
aration scheme for the settlement of the 
race question is impracticable. In time 
to come it is possible that the scheme 
may be feasible, but that time is not yet 
in sight, and it may not be within the 
eurrent century. Incidentally it should 
be mentioned that this segregation solution 
of the race problem has been preached 
for a number of years by Bishop Turner. 
Whether or not it originated with him 
we do not know, vut we do know that he 
ha@ been advocating the project for a 
long time before the idea was taken up 
by some of the politiciais and publicists 
who are now writing and lecturing so elo- 
quently upon it. 
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in Atlanta Sunday evening, which we 
printed yesterday, Bishop Turner de- 
clared his belief that 4,000,000 negroes 
of the United States would leave this 
country and return to the homes of their 
ancestors in Africa, if they were provided 
with the means of direct transportation 
at reasonable cost. That would take 
practically half of the coiored population 
out of the cotintry. If there are that 
many negroes here who desire to eomi- 
grate, why do they not provide the trans- 
portation themselves? Why do they wait 
10r somebody else to provide it? 

The negroes are not a propertyless race. 


Government and state statistics show | 


that they have progressed in wealth in 
a most gratifying manner during the past 
ten or a dozen years. And 4,000,000 
of them could quickly raise the money 
to bulld ships to take them to Africa if. 
they really wished to go. While the gov- 
ernment cannot order their deportation, 
it cannot hold them in the country 
against their will. They are free to go 
if they want to. Why ts it these 4,000,- 
000 negroes do not raise a fund of 25 
cents per capita and establish a million- 
doliar line to Africa? Is it not because 
they lack the continuity of purpose, the 
constructive faculty, to enable them to 
accomplish the feat? And if, through 
this failing, they vannot build a steam- 
ship line, how is it to be expected that 
they would be able to organize and oper- 
ate a free government? 

The Pilgrim Fathers, to whom the bish- 
op referred, did not wait far the English 
government to establish a subsidized line 
of ships to take them to the new world; 
they hustled for themselves and came 
over in craft of their own providing.

“AS @ matter of fact, there are a great 
many more such low-rate trips offered 
the public than any one section of the 
public knows anything about. An agent 
of a road scatters one lot of advertising 
matter among the residents of one com- 
munity, advertising some special oc- 
casion and urging the inhabitants tu 
take advantage of the opportunity to go 
to a& certain spot and obtain certain 
pleasures or profits. This cxcursion over 
With, the same or another man comes 
ulong and strikes a different community, 
perhaps charters a train to local indl- 
viduals, and carries another large party 
to another point. 

‘There are some thirty-five railroads 
in the Southeastern Passenger Associa- 
tion alone, and each of these roads an- 
nually runs a large number of excursions. 
Each has a number of hustling passenger 
men, whose duty is not only to capture 
all the regular travel possibie within their 
territory, but to work up special movo- 
ments of this nature. It is no exaggeru- 
tion to say that, while I cannot give the 
exact figures just now, there are several 
thousand excursions run in this territory 
every year, and the number of passen- 
gers bandied mounts up to an astonish- 
ing total.’’ 


Southern railroads are not following 
the policy of retrenchment that is being 
pursued by several of the largest systems 
in the country. It has been publishea, 
and there have appeared interviews with 
the presidents of the roads so doing, that 
the Northern Pacific and the Pennsylvania 
and other powerful lines Lad decided to 
reduce expenses by discharging a con- 
siderable number of their employees. 
From dispatches sent out from points on 
those lines, this measure has already 
been taken, and a number of the office 
force of all of the roads that adopted the 
plan have been dsicharged. It is under- 
stood that few of the operating force 
have lost out, and the operation of the 
retrenchment plan Will be. largely con- 
fined to the clerical departments. No 
southern road, so far as information has 
been received in this city, has yet begun 
any such policy, and it is not Known that 
any of them will do so. Egpenses on 
leins in this section have been for setveral 
years he... down as closely a: possible, 
and among well-informed railroad men 
it is not thougnt that there wil: be any 
reduction in the number of employees of 
any of the more Important southern lines. 


There is a vast difference in being a 
brakeman on a through freight and ona 
fast passenger train, says the: members 
of that class of railroaders. The brake- 
men on the freight has to ride the tops 
of cars in al] weather’, and Nas to seize 
the small brake wheels and swing far 
out over the end of the cafs when the 
whistle calls for down brakes. His foot- 
img is at all times an insecure one, thea 
walkway along the top of freight cars 
consisting of a couple of smal planks 
running lengthwise of the car, During 
the rough weather of winter this walk 
is at times covered with a coating of 
sleet that forms as trecherous a [ooting 
as any surface that could possibly be 
found, It is along this that the freight 
brakeman has to walk—often to run—in 
darkness and storm, in day and in the 
night. His calling is one of the hardest, 
according to those who have tried it, of 
any in the world. The. fope of promo- 
tion to easier and more secure positions 
induces many to follow it. 

The life of the same official on the fine 
passenger trains is a much easier propo- 
sition. Modern invention has almost com- 
pletely done away with the hand brake 
on these trains, save in remote rura! 
districts, The brakeman on a fast pas- 
senger train now spends the greater por- 
tion of his time inside the coaches. He 
wears, instead of the overall and iumper 
of the freight brakeman, a handsome 
uniform, and his hardest duty appears 
to be to call the names of the stations 
that the train approaches. 


Equipment of frolling stock on the 
southern railroads is rapidly catching up 
with that of the great northern trunk 
lines. Within the past fifteen years the 
roads in this section have grown %e- 
yond the stage where the necessities of 
the situation required
